on November 1, Johnson took 
th« position that there has not 
been enough secrecy about this 
country's atomic program. During 
the telecast he said the United 
States:

bomb' six times more powerful 
than the one dropped at Nagasaki 
in 1945. 


2. Has made much progress in 


work on a bomb 1,000 times more 
potent than the Nagasaki weapon 


3. Is well on the way toward 


development 
of a device which 


would explode an enemy bomb 
before it reaches the target.

In his letter today to the editor 


Johnson called the Post charges 
"utterly false, clearly tendentious 
and perfectly ridiculous to any

tions in this country, headed bj 
David E. Lilienthal, are actively 
engaged in a conspiracy to dis- 
close to England the secret pro- 
cesses relating to the manufacture 
of the so-called super bomb. 


"Apparently the post and its 


associates in this unwise scheme 
are bitter because I have exposed 
and criticized this nefarious plot.' 


Johnson argued that the Unitec 


States cannot afford ''to disclose 
to any foreign nation its mos 
vital and paramount defense sec- 
rets.'' Declaring that ''what others 
know 
may 
be 
easily 
become 


known to our deadliest potential 
enemy." 


The Post, in its statement to- 


night, said that an' "array of 
quotations" presented by Johnson 
to show that he only repeated 
what others had said previously 
did not alter its observation thai 
officials in the know hadn't made 
such statements. 


Johnson's blast came on the eve 


of resumption of atomic energj 
talks by representatives of the 
United States, Canada and Grea 
Britain. The second phase of the 
discussions is slated to get under 
way here Monday. 


The state department already 


has made it clear that the Unitec 
States is exploring the possibility 
of reviving a wartime exchange 
of atomic information with the 
other two nations.

>)—Three former presidents of 


Panama tonight took refuge with 
their followers in th« United 
States Canal Zone. 


The former chief executives tied 


the Panama capital as the govern- 
ment of President Arnulfo Alias 
ordered arrested the followers of 
former President Daniel Chanis, 
ousted Sunday in a Coup by police 
chiefs who put Alias in power. 


Fleeing their homes were ex- 


presidents , Chanis, Enrique 
Jim- 


enez and Ricardo Adolf o De La. 
Guardia. 
Jimenez 
headed 
the 


Liberal Party faction to which 
Chanis belonged. De La Guardia 
was not a Chanis supporter, but 
he engineered a coup by which 
Arias was unseated in 1941. 


They took refuge at the Hotel 


Tivoli in Artcon, C. Z. Notables 
of the Jimenez and Chanis admin- 
istrations also crossed to the canal 
zone, a haven for politicians in 
times of trouble. 
To Block Counter Coup 
Arias' reason for ordering the 


arrest of Chanis' followers was 
not disclosed. 
However, reports 


said the move was made to frus- 
trate a counter-coup. 


Mounted police patrols galloped

Panama's mam thoroughfare. The 
entire city is paralyzed by a gen- 
eral strike protesting continuance 
in power ot Col. Jose Remon, 
police chief who led the Sunday 
coup, and his two deputies, Col.

Gain 45,000 
In Population 


Births More Than 
Double Deaths 
In Year Of 
1948 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 27— 


(IP)—Missouri gained about 45,000 
in population during 1948, just on 
the basis of comparative births 
and deaths. 


The vital statistics bureau of 


the state division of public health 
said today 
87,005 babies were 


born in Missouri during the'year 
while 42,921 persons died. 


The birth rate was figured at 


22 per 1,000 population and the 
death rate was set at 10 9, 


Biggest killer was heart disease, 


14,221 deaths being caused by 
heart troubles, according to the 
agency's records. Second in the 
cause of death was cancer, with 
6,145, and cerebral hemmorrhage 
claimed the lives of 4,334 more. 


Accidental deaths totaled 2,- 


691 with automobile accidents 
blamed for the loss of 8153 lives. 


These other causes were listed: 
Pneumonia 
1,699, tuberculosis 


1,001. syphilis 351 and polio (in- 
fantile paralysis) 31. Two-thirds 
of the polio deaths were o£ Mis- 
sourians 2 years old or younger, 


Whooping cough was the tough- 


est disease for children, 33 suc- 
cumbing to its ravages. Twenty- 
nine of those were under a year 
old. 


Infant 
deaths have dropped 


from 903 per 1,000 to 30 in the 
last 35 years. In the same period 
loss of mothers in childbirths has 
dropped from nine to .8 per

Consul William N. Stokes in con- 
nection with "spying 
charges" 


was made known today by the 
state department. It ordered "the 
strongest protest" to the Red 
commanders in the Manchurian 
city. 


That was not enough for Rep. 


Judd (R-Min), a member of the 
House foreign affairs committee, 
He suggested the blockade. 


"We should have begun a naval 


blockade a year ago when they 
first started this line of action," 
said Judd, a former medical mis- 
sionary in China. "Failing this, 
we should have mobilized the 
forces 
of world opinion—some- 


thing we didn't'"try until a few 
days ago." 


The state department last week 


asked 30 nations to bring pressure 
on the Chinese Reds before they 
freed Angus Ward, Mukden con- 
sul general. What effect this ap- 
peal had was not clear.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 


A chart on Secretary of State 
Acheson's office wall shows how 
much you and I—as taxpayers 
and consumers—have paid since 
1914 because we thought, as a 
nation, that we should sell more 
abroad than we bought. 


The chart says that between 


1914 and 1943 we shipped abroad 
goods worth $101,000,000,000 for 
which we got. no return in goods. 
The economists called that our 
"export surplus." 


How did foreigners get those 


goods if we got no return? Didn't 
the American exporters get paid? 


To get the answers 
straight, 


State Department experts say, you 
have to think of two sets of peo- 
ple. 


You have to think of U. S. ex- 


porters, whp are few in number 
and who make the profits when 
American goods are sold abroad. 
And you have to think of all the 
rest of 'as, who pay the taxes. 


Also, you have to think of the 


two ways in which the U. S. is 
usually paid when its goods move 
abroad: In dollars to the men who 
ship the goods and in goods which 
the whole nation gets as it buys. 


Naturally, as goods went abroad 


these past 35 years the exporters 
got paid or they couldn't have 
continued to ship. They got paid 
in dollars. 


But Acheson's chart shows that 


all Americans paid for that $101,- 
000,000,000 worth of goods that 


no 
went abroad and for which 
goods came back. 
Explanation Given 
This is how: One sixth was paid 


for by 
gifts our people 
sent 


abroad, one sixth by gold that 
came in here and which we hide 
at Fort Knox, Ky. Two thirds 
(about $68,000,000,000 was paid 
for by U. S. government loans and 
credits to other governments, paid 
for out of taxes. 


The nub of the question now be- 


fore the State Department is: 


How much good is that kind of 


exporting? Is export trade really 
"favorable" when it is paid for 
by Americans and other people 
use he goods? Shouldn't we sort 
of forget the dollar totals for a 
while and just insist that we get 
back from other countries about 
the same amount of goods we 
ship abroad? Shouldn't the em- 
presis be on goods we can use, 
whether it is French perfume or 
a mineral like tungsten? 


AU this is being studied by the 


trade experts of the State Depart- 
ment. They have piled up enough 
trade history so that in early No- 
vember, at a meeting of the Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Council, Sec- 
retary Acheson said: 
. 
"I get impatient with this talk 


about our -favorable' trade bal- 


show how discouraging it has been 
to expect repayment on loans. 


Marshall plan experts write: 
,"It will be seen that the differ- 


ence between our exports and our 
imports overaged nearly $3,000,- 
000,000 a year over the 35-year 
period, war years included. 
In 


1946 however, our export surplus 
was $7,800,000,000; in 1947 it ran 
to $11,300,000,000; in 1938 it was 
$6,300,000,000." 
Others Tackle Problem 
This story just tells the State 


Department's view among many 
governmental views. For many 
months ahead various other gov- 
ernment departments will tackle 
this problem. 


Many communities which pro- 


duce special products such as 
watches or ladies' gloves will be 
particularly fearful of Washing- 
ton's ideas. Their congressmen as 
they always have, will battle ad- 
ministration plans. 


So, again, what can be done 


about it in the eyes of U. S. gov- 
ernment trade experts? 
Here's 


what they say: 


1. If America could succeed in 


buying $6,000,000,000 more goods 
by 1952 it would close the gap 
between what it now sells abroad 
($13,000,000,000) and what it buys 
($7,000,000,000). That gap is now 
is made up mostly by gifts. 


Foreigners need those gift dol- 


lars to hold back Communism. 
But State Department men reason 
that if the U. S. spent that $6,00,- 
000,000 for foreign goods it would 
have the goods, and would still 
place that number of dollars in 
foreign hands. 


2. Wouldn't that 
much new 


foreign goods in U. S. stores cause 
unemployment in some factories— 
places that couldn't sell in compe- 
tition with foreign goods?

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Brother Of Plane Crash Victims Dies 


TUNIS, Tunisia, Nov. 


Isaac Allal was the only member 
of his family aboard the trans- 
port plane which carried 27 Jew- 
ish refugee children to death in 


Norway Sunday and a report 
Tuesday night that an older bro- 
ther died upon hearing the news 
was in error. 


It was another boy, 18-year- 


old Joseph Tublana, who coughed 
himself to death when he learned 
that his two brothers and a sister 
had perished in the crash. 


Isaac, 12, was the only survivor 


of 35 persons aboard. Only slight- 
ly injured, he is under treatment 


in i Norwegian hospital. Amoiit 
those killed 
were three other 


children 
similarly 
named, but 


they were not related- to Isaac. 
All had been gathered up among 
poor Jewish families here to be 


flown to Norway for six months' 
rest and rehabilitation. 


Joseph Tubiana, suffering from 


Tuberculosis, was seized by a 
coughing spell wHen he heard of 
the disaster. His lungs gave way 
and he died. 


An Associated Press writer con- 


fused the group and said the vic- 
tim was Isaac's brother. That was 
wrong. He was the brother of 
the three dead Tubiana children.
